The irrigation question is one of the 
most important that can be considered 


Over two- 
fifths of the entire area of the United

solved by wise legislation and intelli- 
gent engineers in the field. I under- 
took this subject when here before in 
1873 and secured the passage of an aci 
orypointing a commission to examine 
aod report upon irrigation in the San 
Joaquin Valley. It resulted in a re- 
port of very great value, but it is out 
of print and I am unable to send you 
a copy, but have asked Major Pow ell 
to send it to you if he has a copy. | 
bad much difficulty in getting one for 
myself. I also induced the Navy and 
Treasury Departments to unite in 
sending Professor Davidson to Egypt, 
India and other countries where irri- 
gation had been practiced, to make a 
His report is alsoa very valua 
ble document and out of print too. 
During the twelve years I have been 
out the Senat., Professor Powell 
had some examinations made as to 
the extent of the arid. region, but no 
tical movement was inaugurated 
— surveys for reservoirs, ditches and 
other hydraulic works: As soon as! 
re to the Senate I commenced 
again to agitate the question both be- 
fore and the Departments. 
Much interest was soon mapifested, 
which resulted in an appropriation of 
$100,000 for surveys and the reserva- 
tion of all reservoir sitas to be here- 
after located by the Government, and 
also all lands to be irrigat d thereby 
The provision reserving these lands 
was put on in the House. I resisted 
it all I could because it interferes with 
present occupation, but I concluded to 
take the appropriation with this reser- 
vation believing that I would be able 
to get further legislation allowing the 
people to acquire title to land reclaimed 
by the contemplated reservoirs and 
other hydraulic works. I will make 
an effort with others to secure a good 


essary modification of this reservation. 

The importaace of the subject is be- 
coming better understood every day, 
and in a little time the government 
will do its full part in aiding the poo- 
ple to make homes in the arid region, 

which is the most healthful, and that 
portion which can be irrigated, the 
most productive part of the United 
States. The dense populations which 
have occupied’ Persia, India, Egypt 
and other arid countries establish the 
fact that irrigation will make the arid 
:egion of the United States the home 
of many millions. 

The silver question is bound to pre- 
vail ultimately.
